REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims 
have been allowed because the Applicants' arguments submitted with the Amendment 
filed on Aug. 21, 2008 have been found persuasive. The Applicants have persuasively 
argued that the limitations: "the molar fraction of H 2 S, based on the total amount of acid 
gases, being at least 50 mol%" (set forth in the preamble of claim 1) and "an acid gas 
stream having a pressure of from 3 to 30 bar" (set forth in claim 1 step (c)) are not 
taught or suggested in U. S. Pat. 4,853,01 2 or any of the other references applied in the 
35USC103 rejection. The Applicants also persuasively argued that that these 
limitations enables the recovery of the acid gas at a relatively high pressure, thereby 
enabling one to force the acid gas into subterranean deposits or water layers without 
further energy-intensive compression (please see pg. 11 in the Applicants' Remarks) 
and such a process is not suggested in U. S. Pat. 4,853,012.
